lumber from Canada was too inconsidera- 
ble to havo any effect upon tho market.

Shampooing. 


It is astonishing that anybody is alive. 


Learned med:cal men and students of. 
sanitary science are constantly discover- 
ing that something which .we have al- 
ways believed to bo quite innocuous is 
little less than deadly. 
The whole uni- 


verse seems to be in league to p_oison 
Jie human nice, and wo unconsciously 
assist this conspiracy by our mistakfen 
efforts to promote our own well-bein£. 
The latest alarm that the doctors have 
sounded is in regard to "shampooing,-" 
a practice which is now declared to be 
extremely injurious to tho health, and 
especially apt to produce diseases of the 
brain and other parts of the head. 
. The verb "to shampoo" is of uncer- 
tain origin. One of our big dictionaries 
says that it is ihe same'as the Hindu 
verb Isckampna, the first meanings of 
which are "to squeeze" and "to press." 
Are we, then, to suppose that the Hindu 
lover "shampoos" the hand of his 
adored object, and that the Hindu hus- 
band "shampoos" his wife. 
This is 


quite unthinkable. 
Another derivation 


is given in Whitworth's Dictionary 
which is at least as ingenious and de- 
cidedly more probable. 
Whitworth 


thinks that the earliest form of the word 
was "shampoon," instead of "sham- 
poo," and in point of fact "shampoon" 
is stiU in use among rural barbers. 
"Shampoon" tho learned lexicographer 
further supposes to be closely related 
to "lampoon," and to have the original 
meaning of an attack on the head of the 
person "shampooned." These specu- 
lations, in. spite of their 
interesting 


character, aro at best only speculations, 
and we can not feel any certainty as to 
the real origin of the verb " to sham- 
poo." 


The process has always been regarded 


as a particularly wholesome one. 
It 


was supposed that it strengthened the 
scalp, induced hair to grow in waste 
places, and removed and prevented 
headaches, besides increasing the self- 
respect of the person by ena'bhng him 
to feel that his head was abnormally 
clean. We are now informed that, with 
the exception of the last mentioned re- 
sult, shampooing does nothing but in- 
jury. It stops the growth of hair and 
produces premature baldness. It weak- 
ens the scalp so that it loses its vitality, 
and, 'becoming as impervious to moist- 
ure as india rubber, induces diseases of 
the bones of tho skull. Furthermore^ 
"shampooing" causes deafness, and in1 
many cases leads to inflammation of the 
eyes. Its worst effect, however, is in- 
sanity. The percentage of men who 
become insane after a course of repeated 
and regular "shampooing" is enor- 
mous— so large, in fact, that the exact 
percentage is not mentioned out of re- 
gard to the feelings of the public. The- 
average life of the man who is sham- 
pooed once a week is only three years, 
and the last two years of his life aro 
usually spent in a maniac's cell, where 
his blindness and deafness are rather an 
advantage to him, since they save him 
from the unpleasant sights and sounds 
common to all lunatic asylums. 


This is a formidable indictment of 


"shampooing," and fortified as it is by 
statistics manufactured expressly for 
the purpose, we can not doubt that part 
of it which professes to show the direful 
results of "shampooing." 
Doubtless 


people who are frequently "sham- 
pooed" are afllicted with 
deafness, 


blindness, baldness, diseases of the 
scalp and'skull, insanity and death. It 
does not, however, necessarily follow 
that these calamities are all ol them the 
direct result of the application of soap, 
water and barbers' fingers to the heads 
of the sufferers. 


We may admit that the frequency 


with which the barber rubs soap into 
the eyes of the victim whom he is 
"shampooing" may impair the victim's 
sis-ht, and that tho application of soap, 
of hot water and of cold water to the 
scalp may have an injurious effect upon 
the growth of the hair. It is, neverthe- 
less, incredible that the scalp, the skull, 
the sense of hearing and the brain 
should be injured by soap and water. If 
soap and water can injure the scalp and 
the underlying bones, why do they not 
injure the Vest of the surface of the body 
when applied to it, and if they do not 
injure the scalp how can we believe that 
they injure the brain ? In apite of the 
learning :md experience of the physi- 
cian who has discovered the dangers of 
"shampooing," men will be slow to be- 
lieve that deafness and insanity are 
among its consequences, especially since 
there is another cause amply sufficient 
to produce these results. 
" Shampooing" is a long and tedious 


process. It gives the barber ample time to 
converse with his victim. While he rnbs 
the helpless head the barber can pour 
into the unresisting ear his usual mono- 
loirne on the state of the weather, the 
political world, and the theaters, and 
can recite the praises of tonic. Can we 
wonder that deafness should be the first 
consequence of the barber's prolonged 
conversation, and that insanity should 
speedily follow? 
This is beyond any 


question the true explanation 'of the 
statistics which show that "shampooing" 
is followed by deafness aud madness. 
We could expect nothing less, and the 
nan who voluntarily places his head in 
the "shampooer's" hanjl invites the 
most terrible of all calamities. 


We thus see Jihat the learned writer 


isriu.mp_oOiri*0"-i3 right as 


to his facts but wrong in his explanation 
of them. 
Let him, if possible, find a 


dumb barber, and then note what fol- 
lows the operation of "shampooing" 
performed in silence. 
Ho will probably 


be able to gather a new set of statistics 
which will cause him to change his 
mind and to decide that where injury 
has followed "sltJampooing" tbe fault 
has been with the barber and not with 
the process.—N. Y. limes. 


The Southern Railway Eating-House. 


The North may boast of its wealth, 


the West of its enterprise, but the South 
is quite proud in the possession of the 
primitive railway eating-house—a place 
that the hungry tourist visits but oneo, 
and then has a lingering remembrance 
of till he dies. 
The gay traveler from 


the Northland often believes that he can 
tackle anything; but tno moment he 
goes dallying with the eating-houses on 
the Southern railroads he feels his in- 
significance, and wishes to call out ihc 
militia. 


When a train stops at a station an< 


the cry, "Fifteen minutes for supper, '• 
signalizes the charge, the hungry travel- 
er places himself at the head of his com- 
rades and storms the citadel of grub. 
He knows not what he is doing, "poor 
foolish mortal, and even while his eyes 
gleam with the true spirit of chivalry, 
he is suddenly struck in the abdomen 
with a deadly corned-beef sandwich of 
last year's growth. Brave man, ho then 
realizes his fate, and amid tho roar of 
the battle, and while bombs of old 
cheese burst around him, he summons 
enough 
strength . to hoarsely cry: 


"Steady, men. Let us remember Bunker 
Hill, and die with our knees under our 
chin," 


The principal feature about the csm- 


mon run of eating-houses south of tho 
Ohio River Is the plain unassuming 
little apple pie, etc., 
which they set 


forth. 
You can buy the little pie for 


only ten cents, but it is seldom that a 
passenger eats more than one in a life- 
time. After you have eaten it and drank 
one or two glasses of water the pie gets 
sociable, and gradually impresses upon 
your mind the fact that you will not 
feel lonesome as long as it travels with 
you. The strangest thing is, you never 
do. About fifteen minutes after you 
have made its acquaintance the waist- 
band of your pants can. not meet its note 
and demands an extension.

Not 
more volunteers rush out, when a des- 
perate enterprise is mooted, than from 
our own ranks; more than all is a 
mathematical absurdity. 
But the En- 


glishman stakes his life in another, a 
grander spirit. He feels and reckons 
with the peril. Before meeting: it, so 
far as 1 have seen examples, he is quiet, 
thoughtful, contemplating the worst and 
making his arrangements. A Russian 
scorns all that, does not even think of it. 
After assuring himself, rather roughly, 
that the needful dispositions have been 
made, he becomes the lightest-hearted 
of the company to which he haste_os. I 
do not say affects to become, for it may 
well be that deadly danger stirs him to 
mirth as it stirs another man equally 
brave to self-commune. 
I can not for- 


get an instance on Kadisovo Hill the 
morning of the great attack. An in- 
fantry regiment stood at ease in Use.rain, 
waiting the order to descend into that 
valley blind with smote, echoing with 
thud of suns and angry crackle ol mus- 
ketry. The Colonel and a staff Captain 
approached and asked us to accept 
charge of letters for their wives, to be 
forwarded in case of accident. Then 
they stood chatting of London and Paris 
with the warmth of men whose hearts 
were there, though the battle rage_d 
closer, and a ball now and then musi- 
cally spun above our heads. They asked 
the precise story of a scandal half-for- 
gotten now, and their shrewd comments 
told they were attending closely, when 
an aide came galloping through the 
mist. 
Three minutes afterward the 


doomed regiment filed away down to- 
ward the valley of death.—Ml the Year 
Round.

This is not complimentary to modern

brutal, as in many instances brutes 
were matched against men, the victor 
alone leaving the field alive. Nor was 
it a disgrace in those palmy days to be 
present at such murderous pastimes. 
Royalty graced the occasion, and tho 
nobility gathered about the human 
slaughter-pens to applaud the bloody 
game. By .a strange persistency a relic 
of this barbarous amusement still holds 
sway in Spain and Mexico.

How Sotiii' Sirups ure made. 


One of the most interesting features 


of the soda water business, as carried 
on in this city, is the manufacture of 
;the sirups employed in flavoring that 
beverage. To a Tribune reporter the 
chemist of a leading firm said recently: 
"There are two general classes of sir- 
ups, tho fruit a.nd the artificial. The 
.first are made from ripo fruits; the 
second from plain sirups and extracts. 
The former are, of course, the more 
costly, but those dealers who prefer the 
best article invariably buy them. One 
quart of fruit juice to three quarts of 
plain sirup makes a very rich compound 
lor ordinary use. T.lio plain sirup, 
which forms" the base of nearly all foun- 
tain sirups, is made from pure cane 
sugar. By the aid of the saccuaroineter 
an article of uniform quality is obtained. 
We usually make our sirup's to stand a 
tesl of thirty-five degrees." 


''Is not glucose frequently employed 


4n the manufacture of plain sirup?" 
asked the reporter. 


"Yes, by unscrupulous dealers. Glu- 


cose is used to give sirups body, but ia 
the same proportion that the glucose is 
increased,'the quality decreases. 
Albu- 


men is much better and answers every 
purpose." 


"How many sirups aro now manu- 


factured?" 


"The list of them is practically limit- 


lesj, since ucw flavors are being con- 
stantly added; but those more common- 
ly employed arc -raspberry, strawberry, 
blackberry; cherry, peach, pear, apple, 
pineapple, vanilla, lemon. quince,2;oosQ- 
berry, currant, catawba, chocolate and 
coffee. 
Of these, lemon, is the most 


popular and vanilla next. The lemon 
extract with which the sirup is flavored 
in.obtained from the rind of the fruit. 
Yon would naturally suppose that tho 
juice of the lemon "would be used, but 
up to the present timo no' process has 
been discovered by whicli the original 
flavor of the fruit can be preserved. 
You have probably noticed that the 
juice soon becomes fiat and insipid if 
allowed to stand exposed to tho air for 
a few hours. Limo juice is only pre- 
served by adding sulphurous acid, but 
this gives it a musty taste which is not 
ut all pleasant to "many people. Few 
persons, by the way, are aware to what 
extent lime juice is used in this country 
.and elsewhere. The English and United 
States naval and military forces con- 
sume large quantities yearly as a pre- 
ventive against scurvy. 
Indeed, the 


sailors of Her Majesty long ago won the 
sobriquet of Limo Juicers because of 
their fondness for this drink."

The Egyptian correspondent of the 


London Times contributes an extremely 
interesting letter to that paper which 
throws light upon the actual condition 
of the Egyptian fellaheen or peasants 
at home. As these are the men out of 
whose persecutions and abuses <jrew the 
Egyptian war, and to the amelioration 
of whose 
condition 
JDngland 
now 


proposes to address herself, their real 
manner of existence becomes a matter 
of great interest, and it was to ascer- 
tain this that the Times correspondent 
visited them. 


The house of a fellah occupies a space 


of twelve I'eet by six, and is usually made 
of unburnt bricks coated with sun-dried 
mud, the roof formed of maize stalks 
with clay. This small space is divided 
into three courts. Tho first is the 
kitchen and winter bedroom of the whole 
family, who in summer sleep outdoors 
on reed mats, in another court are 
two hollow mud pillars, in which the 
gram and other provisions are stored. 
In. the third court there is nothing but a 
small mud hut that contains the family 
treasures, which usually consist of a 
trunk, some wearing apparel, and cook- 
ing utensils. These constitute the entire 
movable property of the family, except 
a few lean chickens and sometimes a 
kid or a donkey. The Egyptian func- 
tionaries exercise unlimited control over 
these fellaheen, and he does this by 
meacs of the conrbash or bastinado. 
This is usually applied by the Omdeh, 
or chief notable of the village, upon 
whose plantations tho fellah of ten works. 


He earns the most scanty wages, and 


yet he is called upon, to pay taxes some- 
times a year or two in advance, so that 
he never can make the two ends meet. 
Sometimes the (rreek shopkeepers lend 
him money, but this relief is only tem- 
porary, and then the lash is applied to 
make him disgorge some money he may 
have laid up. This having no effect.the 
Greeks then buy tho standing crops .for 
about half their value. In one case in- 
vestigated by the Times correspondent, 
tho money thus obtained was spent 
partly in paying the taxes and partly in 
settling the usurer's claim, but yet the 
debt was not entirely paid off. The 
lash was again applied, and the poor 
fellah then sold his donkey and some of 
his household goods, which only de- 
prived him of the means of cultivating 
his land as thoroughly as he had, so 
that he was less able than, before to 
meet the tax-gatherer's demands. The 
Omdoh, suspecting that tho fellah had 
buried treasures, lashed him again, but 
to no purpose, because the whole fam- 
ily were now on the verge of starvation. 
They were driven out from their lands, 
built a little hut, rented some ground, 
and thus made taxation lighter. His 
further experiences are thus told: 
" He says that the taxation ia lighter, 


and that if he had land and cattle of his 
own he could support himself and pay 
his taxes regularly; but he has no 
money wherewith to buy land and not 
credit enough to rent land directly from 
the Daira Sanieh, which has a larn-e 
estate in the neighborhood. When Ee 
ventured to apply to one of the officers 
of tho Daira he was asked what security 
he could give for the payment of the 
rent, and as he had none to offer his ap- 
plication w:\q refused. 
His only means 


of living, therefore, is to associate him- 
self with one of his richer neighbors. 
The neighbor rents a large parcel of 
land from the Daira, and sublets to him 
as many acres as he can cultivate, fur- 
nishing him with the necessary cattle 
and implements. In return for the land, 
cattle, and implements the neighbor 
takes three-fourths of tho harvest and 
Hassan gets for himself the remaining 
fourth, from which is deducted of course 
any grain he may have received in ad- 
vance for his immediate wants before 
harvest time."

Mr. Anthony- Trollope"re- 


ceived a half column in most of the 
leading journals the other day,'but he 
had to die before he cou>t<vchieve this 
distinctinn'. A blackguard who strikes 
somebody' in the eye and then kicks the 
policeman who arrests him has his ex- 
ploits chronicled'in a lengthy narrative. 
His remarks before the "learned Judge,1' 
as the English reporters invariabl/call 
the'magistrate, are set down with Bos- 
n'olliau fidelity, and the appearance of 
the person is deKcribcd as minutely as 
f he had done a good rather than a- bad 
deed. But of the charming, and, on the 
whole, quite permissible personalities 
about contemporary novelists, editors, 
painters, etchers, engravers, publishers, 
musicians and poets which one finds in 
uch a profusion in the Parisian press, 
hero is little, or nothing, in the London 
>apers. The British celebrity pretends 
:hat he would be horriQed at the free 
intl easy discussion of his mental at- 
:ribulcs and his personal appearance 
vhich is considered allowable in France 
nd America. But I will venture to say 
hat there is a very large portion of the 
reading public in the British islands 
which would be delighted 
to know 


more about the human and less of the 


combined to equine celebrities of their country, 
cow into in- . When a new comedy is brought out 


in London, the papers indulge in one 
article of very moderate length about 
the piece and its author, and then they 
drop both, as if the editors had said in 
concert, "Thank heaven! that's over; 
now we can return to horse and cricket; 
or, we can dish up a beautiful stew of 
Irish or Afghan polities—just the thing 
for these,gloomy 'winter mornings.""* 
For a good old-fashioned, .ghastly mur- 
der,' accompanied by tho utmost bru- 
tality, the.editprs'are ready to give up 
several columns,,and to have "one ac- 
count," ' "another account," "account 
from a relative of the deceased," etc. II 
does not seem to occur to the editorial 
mind that by bringing before the public 
nil thopiotures.que.and interesting mem- 
bers of the liberal guilds, piquancy and' 
jrace are added to journalism, and" peo- 
ple arc taught to think about something 
besides the most grim and unpleasant 
realties of life. 
But no! the World, 


Truth, and other weekly cape'rs of 'that 
ilk, which were started for "the'.' express 
purpose of supplying the deficiency' al- 
ready remarked in the daily press, 'are 
looked askance at by English society. 
Perhaps this is because the pioneers in 
this kind of journalism, heretofore un- 
used in England, have not yet learned 
exactly where to "draw the line." 
In 


France it is understood and the law 
backs up the understanding—that to 
enter into details of the private life of a 
celebrated man or woman is forbidden, 
unless the person becomes outrageously 
conspicuous.

A. Year's Disasters. 


The year 1SS2 may be set down con- 


spicuously as a year of great disasters 
by Hood anil field, by sea and rail, in 
niines and by explosions, by fire, pow- 
der, tornado, and other elements of de- 
struction, both in the Old World and the 
Xew. From the Old World we only re- 
ceive tidings of tho most disastrous 
calamities, so that the total of lives lost 
by disasters such as we have intimated 
can not be estimated, but a fe_w of the 
more prominent will give an idea how 
human beings have been swept away. 
In January an earthquake at 'Kanchon, 
China, destroyed 2VJ lives; an explosion 
of dynamite at Porte Vendrea, France, 
1C; a gale at Astrakhan, COO; and a 
flood at Calais, France, 30. In Febru- 
ary 7G persons were killed in England 
by colliery explosions. 
In March a 


ferry-boat was upset on the African 
coast and 47 persons were drowned, 
and a mining disaster in TepliU, Aus- 
tria, killed -10. 
In April 40 persons 


were killed by a mine explosion in Sun- 
dorland, England, and in May 5C were 
killed in a similar manner in West- 
phalia. 
In June a poor-house was 


burned at Oesthaminer, in Sweden, and 
20 lives wore lost, and a flood at Ven- 
sees, in Hungary, swept away 44. In 
July 20 persons were killed by a gas ex- 
plosion in Paris, 178 by a railroad dis- 
aster in Russia, and 47 by floods in Bo- 
hemia. In September 100 persons were 
killed by a railroad near Hugstetten in 
Bavaria, 30 by a similar disaster at 
Agram in Austria, 20 by a mine explo- 
sion in Westphalia, i>2 by a torpedo ex- 
plosion in Odessa, and 26 by a flood in 
the Tyrol. In October a Hood at Verona, 
Italy, drowned 30, and in the New 
\Vorld floods and tidal waves at San 
Bias, Mexico, and in Cuba destroyed 
106. In November the Manila typhoon 
killed 100, a mine explosion at .Derby- 
shire, England, 50, and a railroad col- 
lision at Aberdeenshire, England, 14, 
beside 31 burned in a poor-honse at 
Halifax, Xova S_cotia. This month. 22 
lives were lost in a mine at Creswick, 
Austria, GO by a powder explosion at 
Guayaquil, and 3G by the fall of'.a mill' 
chimney in Bradford, England. 
The 


whole list sums up 2,OS5.'
